Wounded Glades Marine Sgt. 
Evacuated To Jacksonville 


The war in Viet Nam was 
brought closer home again 
this week when another 
Glades boy suffered injur- 
ies in the stepped-up con- 
flict. 

Mrs. James R. McElhenny 
was awaiting word Wednes- 
day that her husband, Sgt. 
James R. McElhenny, USMC 
who was injured in Viet 
Nam February 10, had ar- 
rived at the Jacksonville U. 
S. Naval Hospital, She and 
his parents and family plan- 
ned to leave immediately to 
be with him there for se- 
veral days. 

The first word of injur- 
ies suffered by the young 
Marine came in à telegram 
on” February 12, just 13 
days after he reached Viet 
Nam. 

USMC Commandant of 
the Marine Corps General 
Wallace M. Greene, Jr., no- 
tified McElhenny's bride of 
seven months, the former 
Rachael Collier, and his par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. James R. 
McElhenny of Pahokee that 
he had “sustained gunshot 
wounds to his right knee, 
right hand and neck, while 
participating in an operation 
against hostile forces.” 

A telegram on February 
14, informed the wife. that 
gt. McElhenny had been 
evacuated to the U. S. Air 
Force Hospital Clark Air 
Base, Phillipine Islands on 
February 13, for further 
treatment. 

Shortly after the tele- 
gram arrived, Mrs. Elhenny 
received a phone call from 
her husband that he was 
enroute to Jacksonville, but 
was so overjoyed she forgot 
to ask where he was calling 
from, but believed he was 
in California. 

The young couple mar- 
ried August 16, just three 
days before the Marine Sgt. 
shipped out for Okinawa.

Graduation 


WEST PALM BEACH — 
Starting next school year 
(1966-67), all senior high 
schoo] graduates will re- 
quire 15 credits for grad- 
uation, with all of them 
earned in the 10th, 11th, 
and 12th grades, if a pro- 
posed county school board 
policy which has already 
received its first reading, 
becomes adopted after three 
readings.

Taxes were an issue 4,000 
years ago; they are a spb- 
ject of intense debate 
day, 

Man first began to pro- 
vide through government 
for services he could not 
provide himself. 

“We are told that Mary 
and Joseph were in Beth- 


lehem to pay taxes when 
Christ was born.” 
“We know also that 


Christ admonished his in- 
quirers to ‘Render unto Ca- 
esar the things that are Ca- 
ears," 

“Pharaoh's Fifth,” was 
tax monies due the Royal 
Treasury, and history tells 
us that Romans knew poll 
tax, income tax excise and 
property taxes" 

“Earlier patterns of tax- 
paying allowed payment in 
kind-furriers delivered skins 
to the collectors. 

“Taxes changed history 
when Rehoboam kept the 
rates set by his father, 
Soloman; the result was the 
secession of the Ten Tribes 
of Israel.” 

In 1649 Charles 1st lost 
his head over taxes; the 
French Revolution in 1789 
is largely attributed by his- 
torians to crushing tax sy- 
stem. It is estimated that 
peasants paid as high as 
50 percent up in all taxes. 

In all his centuries of try- 
ing, man still has not sol- 
ved what he calls “The Tax 
Problem.” 

Our federal income tax 
was added as an appendage 
to the Underwood Tariff 
Bill of 1913, with Oscar W. 
Underwood the father. 

Senator Borah in protest- 
ing a suggestion by Attorney 
Choate that the income tax 
conceivably could go to 50 
percent said ‘Whose equity, 
sense of fairness, of justice 
does he (Choate) question?” 

Rates in 1913 can up to 
seven percent, and most 
citizens were exempt. To- 
day, top rate is 91 percent, 
with the 50 percent rate 
commencing at around $16,- 
000 taxable income. 

When our national debt 
was $38 billion people were 
concerned; today it is $328 
billion. Someone remarked 
that we are so rich that 


even Europe and Asia are 
now trying to figure out 
ways and means to spend 
OUR money. 

Men search today, as they 
did in the past, for means 
that are just without being 
harsh, and for methods of 
obtaining maximum services 
at minimum costs. 

An example of tax assess- 
ments that have defeated 
their purpose by creating 
undesirable effects serious 
enforcement Probleme or 
high cost of compliance in 
the moonshine racket which 
was caused as a side effect 
of high taxes on distilled 
spirits. Estimates hold that 
one quarter of all whiskey 
produced is made illegally; 
tax loss isyalmost a billion 
dollars yéarly — law en- 
forcement occupies 900 fed- 
eral agents. 

The American people now 
put more than 100 billion 
dollars a year into taxes, 
an amount equal to one- 
quarter of the value of every 
thing produced in the na- 
tion, Levied upon themsel- 
ves by a people who con- 
trol their own tax affairs, 
this enormous sum repre- 
sents an extension of the 
historic objects of taxation. 

People today look to gov- 
ernment for services which 
were not contemplated ear- 
lier in history, The basic 
problem of raising money 
to pay for them is much the 
same as it was when Christ 
was born, But the demands 
of a more complex civili- 
zation, and a higher living 
standard, produce an en- 


tirely different scale of 
needs. There was one a sing 
le donkey path from Jeru- 
salem to Rome. Today, in 
the U. S. there are more 
than 3.4 million miles of 
paved road and a program 
underway to build more 
than $50 billion dollars 
worth of additional high- 
ways, Education cost a few 
centuries ago were negili- 
ble; today the cost in the 
U. S. is more than $10 bil- 
on dollars a year. 

The historic purpose of 
taxation was to support the 
crown, and protect it against 
outside hostility. Today, in 
the U. S. taxes still provide

IS Prosperity Our Only Goal?

One must recognize that we are still too close to 
the events of 1965 to assess them categorically, and still 
too remote from the events of 1966 to do more than 
conjecture their likely shape. 

Bu, though we possess neither the perspective òf his- 
torians nor the prescience of prophets, nevertheless our 
inquiry may not be without value. If only it serves to 
increase our awareness of where we are and how we 
got here, it may enable us the more safely to negotiate 
the hazardous road ahead .And there are hazards on 
the road ahead though their existence may at times 
be concealed by a mirage of complacency and content- 
ment. 

‘65 A YEAR OF PARADOX 

As I see it, 1965 was a year of paradox — a time 
not unlike that of the French Revolution which Charles 
Digkens described in the opening paragraph of his “Tale 
of Two Cities” as:

age of dom — the age of foolishness — the epoch 
of bel: he epoch of incredulity — the season of

, the year 1965 was a record-breaker. For 

t year, Americans enjoyed boom times.

billion; approximately 73 million civilians were engag- 

ainful employment, the highest number in history 

average factory wages*were at the unprecedented level 

of $2.64 per hour; and gross national product, for the 
first time, passed $688 billion 

The statistics I have recited are heady statistics, 
indeed. And most of the economists and industrialists 
of our nation — though somewhat sobered by recent 
events — seem still to believe that the American econ- 
omy will move to even higher statistical levels in 1966. 

For example, economists of U. S. News & World 
Report have predicted that our gross national project 
will rise another $44 billion, or 6.4 per cent, during the 
next 12 months, reaching the breathtaking level of $732 
billion by the last quarter of this year; that personal 
incomes will soar another $27 billion, corporate profits 
another $1.2 billion, retail sales another $13 billion; and 
that by the year’s end an additional 1% million workers 
will have become gainfully employed. It looks like a 
sixth consecutive year of boom for the United States— 
the longest period of sustained prosperity in the history 
of our nation. 

Looking at these statistics, and at them alone, one 
is tempted to conclude that “The Great Society,” pro- 
mised by some of our national leaders, is well on the 
way to being achieved. 

We need to remember, however, that it takes more 
than statistics, more than mere affluence and growth 
to make a truly great society. 

A TUMOR IS A GROWTH—BUT— 

Some growth can be cruelly debilitating and de- 
structive. A tumor, for example is growth — a growth, 
however, which left untreated and unexcised will in- 
exorably destroy the organism on which it feeds, A man 
afflicted with a tumor is not made well simply because 
his income rises and his possessions multiply; nor is a 
society made great simply because it grows in affluence 
ial well-being if its vital institutions and

DEAR MISTER EDITOR:

At the risk of being deemed a Cassandra, I would 
point out that in the midst of all the prosperity I have 
previously described, there are evidences that certain 
institutions and traditions which have made our Ameri- 
can society great are now being seriously threatened. 
Specifically, I am concerned over what is happening 
to the self-reliance and the sense of individual respon- 
sibility of our citizenry. 

There is a growing tendency in our conuntry to scoff 
at the “Puritan Ethic” and self-reliance — the concept 
that it is the individual, not the mass, that is of ulti- 
mate importance; that only as men recognize that they 
individually must be the architects of their own for- 
tunes — and only as they cherish their individual dig- 
nity courageously assert their individual opinions, and 
industriously apply and frugally husband their in- 
dividual resources can they nee, to build a really great 
society. 


SELF RELIANCE — WHERE IS IT? 

No great society was ever constructed by sycophants 
and faint-hearts, by men willing to sacrifice their in- 
dividual freedoms in order to escape their individual re- 
sponsibilities. This was what Ralph Waldo Emerson had 
in mind a century ago when he warned America: 

“God will not have his work made manifest by 
cowards . . . trust thyself . . . great men have always 
done so . we are now men, not minors and invalids 
in a protected corner, not cowards fleeing before a re- 
volution but guides, redeemers and benefactors, obey- 
ing the Almighty effort and advancing on Chaos and 
the Dark . . . Society everywhere is in conspiracy against 
the manhood of every one of its members, Society is a 
joint-stock company, in which the members agree, for 
the better securing of his bread to each shaeholder, to 
surrender the liberty and culture of the eater. The vir- 
tue in most demand is conformity. Self-reliance is its 
aversion.” 

WHERE IS GOVERNMENT — AT HOME? 

There was a time when Americans were suspicious 
and fearful of government, especially big government— 
a time when we considered ourselves to be best gov- 
erned when we were least governed — a time when 
our citizens looked to government only for those ser- 
vices which they could not, either individually or in as- 
sociation, provide for themselves. That day, I fear, is 
rapidly passing; indeed, it may-have already passed. 

Significantly, it is the federal government — the 
government furthest removed from the people — which 
has sought most aggressively to fill the vacuum created 
by our loss of individual confidence and self-reliance. 
This is the result, in part, of the willingness of local and 
state officials, and in many instances the willingness 
of their business constituents as well, to become the 
pliant and conforming conduits of any federal largesse 
so long as it promises to relieve them of the difficult 
and unpleasant duty of meeting their own needs and 
so long as it assures them of their share of a national 
boondoggle which neither they nor their Congression- 
al representatives had the political courage to oppose. 

Atrophy and decay are the inevitable consequences 
of inactivity. It may be that we are witnessing in Amer- 
ica not only the death of private initiative but of local 
and state governments as well, There was a time in 
English and American political history when the county 
was the most vital of governmental units, That day is 
gone, and in most places, county governments have lost, 
their viability_as well as their meaningfulness. The same 
thing could happen to municipal and state governments. 
When all we require to take care of our governmental 
needs are federal pay clerks and compliance officers, 
we may find that Mayors and Aldermen and Gov- 
ernors and state legislators have become a luxury too 
expensive to indulge. I am sure that most of your gov- 
ernmental officials are aware of this possibility. I won- 
der sometimes if their counterparts elsewhere have

Five years ago a youthful President obviously con- 
cerned by the growing tendency of Americans to look 
to Washington for salvation, security and solace, de- 
livered this ringing challenge to the people: “Ask not 
what your country can do for you — ask what you can 
do for your country!” 

The response to that challenge was electrifying. Our 
people sensed — even those too young to have any re- 
collection of the nation’s self-reliant past — that they 
were being called upon to recapture the American 
dream, Unfortunately, too much had been drained from 
our national character fof*wny lasting resolve. The virus 
of a “new economics” — first proclaimed by John May- 
nard Keynes, an English economist, in 1936 and exported 
to this country in the depths of the Great Depression — 
had taken too strong a hold on the minds of our poli- 
ticans and professors. 

WHEN SHOULD GOVERNMENT TAKE OVER? 

The Keynesian docrine, in somewhat oversimplified 
terms, holds that it is the responsibility of government 
to provide the stimulus necessary for what the govern- 
men may deem to be an adequately buoyant economy; 
and, to that end, government should use not only the 
monetary controls implicit in its central banking system 
but also its powers to tax and to spend. 

Keynes, recognizing that his doctrine could lead 
to the complete sublimation of private enterprise, cau- 
tioned that direct intervention by government into the 
fields of economic activity and stimulation should be 
limited to periods of decline and depression. And the U. 
S. Employment Act of 1946, enacted by the American 
Congress largely, if unknowingly, to some Congress- 
men, on the basis of the Keynesian doctrine, did pro- 
vide that the massive powers therein entrusted to the 
President to determine when gavernmental power should 

be used to safeguard the economic health of the na- 
tion, should be exercized “in a manner calculated to 
foster and promote free competitive enterprise.” How- 
ever, as so often happens, the basic caution urged by 
Keynes and the aforementioned limitation in the 1946 
Act have both either been ignored or cleverly evaded. 
Thus, in 1965 — a year of unprecedented national pro- 
sperity — a docile Congress, responding to Executive 
pressures, enacted a conglomeration of social legisla- 
tion, the end results and the end costs of which are be- 
yond the ability of any of us, or even our government, 
to calculate. 

According to The New York Times, this legislative 
program — and the executive steps taken to imple- 
ment it — were hailed by the President at the year’s 
end as representing “a widespread acceptance of dis- 
ciplined but vigorous federal action to assure opport- 
unity for individual citizens and to keep the economy 
growing” and as evidence that “the old argument over 
the welfare state has been resolved in favor of Federal 
action.” 


WHERE WILL DEBT END? 

If that is a correct interpretation of the 1964 elec- 
tion returns and the 1965 Congressional enactments— 
and it may well be — then we ought not to be shocked 
that governmental spending, despite budget deficits, in 
the prosperous year just passed was more than $140 
billion ($31 billion more than the total spent by all pri- 
vate businesses) or by the prospect that governmental 
spending in 1966 — expected to be an even more pro- 
sperous year — will rise perhaps to $153 billion, 

Nevertheless, we should be concerned — seriously 
concerned — with where these new economic and poli- 
tical theories are leading us and what they are doing 
to the character, the pride, the stamina and the self- 
reliance of the indivjdual citizen in this land. 

In preparng these remarks, I asked myself what 
good a discourse on self-reliance can possibly do at 
this late date when most Americans seem to be either 
mesmerized by th “new economics” or perfectly willing 
to trade their independence for governmental subsidies 
and favors, Then I remembered that in a democracy 
all that is needed to assure the loss of freedom is for 
enough of our citizens to remain silent when freedom 
appears-to be in jeopardy. I happen to believe in the 
free enterprise system, and as, a businessman 1 think 
I have a duty to defend it not only from direct assault 
but also from what is worse, namely the surreptitious 
erosion of principles essential to its Survival. If, there- 
fore, I seem to have introduced a jarring note in a time 
of conformity and acquiescence, it is only because I 
still hope that the philosophy of free enterprise will 
not pass into discard as “The Greatest Sfory Never Told”
